THE DANDELION. 


Is More iarmatal riant and Suae 
••rt W aidrrlal. 

Perhaps none of our plants Is store 
common or more familhir thsu the 
dandelion, and rerUiinljr ij«>iu* is ujorf 
Wonderful. First of ull it 1» uot a na¬ 
tive. but wai lntroduod from Furi>i>c. 
wbence hare come many ot our worst 
weeds, fitted by centuries of struggle In 
cultivated Helds to overcome the na¬ 
tive plants of a continent when* culti¬ 
vation had previously l#evn practically 
uuknown and where natives luid had 
no opportunity of adapting themselves 
to the ivudiUous ot ctvlUaed agrlcul 
ture. 

One of the dandelion's strongest 
points is the ability to obtain nourish¬ 
ment under strong competition nml in 
unfavorable situations. A deep, strong, 
perennial taproot draws all available 
notniabuient and moisture from stir- 
face ami subsoil, stores nourishment 
during the winter and enables the 
plnfit to atari far and away nhead of 
most of It* competitor*. Tills same tap¬ 
root la exceedingly bitter, which very 
likely protects It from destruction by 
moles ami other animals. At least 1 
do mi remeralaer hwrlnir - we* n a root 
that had been distorts*] by animals of 
any kind. 

Hut only a small portion of Its food 
comes from the soil. Air and snnshlne 
are Just as necessary, for the air Is 
food and tbe sunshine Is digestion for 
our vegetable neighbor*. Note the 
ahape of the leave*. Narrow at the 
base and widening at tbe outer end. 
they form a dense rosette that not only 
gets for the dnndatlon nil the nlr and 
sunshine coming Ita way. but smothers 
all but'tbe most sturdy competitors. 
Here lies the secret of the dandelion's 
presence In lawns and walks and open 
waste places. In lawns the grass Is 
kept low so that It cannot overtop am I 
shade the dandelion, while Its own 
leaves lie ao low and cloae that they 
are little hurt by the mower and can 
smother the grass underneath. — Har¬ 
per’s Magazine.
